Priest Accused of Entertaining 
Women and Girls in the 
Parish House. 





Accusing Rev. Father Urban Stanow- 
ski, pastor of St. Stanislaus’ Polish 
Catholic Church, of improper handling 
of church property and moneys and of 
improper conduct - with women and 
girls, three of the parishioners, claim- 
ing to represent 314 of the 400 families 
of the parish, have brought suit against 
the priest and six officers and directors 
of the congregation. 

In a petition filed in the Circuit Court 
Wednesday they ask for”an accounting, 
an injunction restraining the priest 
from occupying the parish house and 
‘or a receiver for the church property. 

The plaintiffs are Leon Klix, Stanley 
Lorkowski and John Bielecke, who say 
they are acting at the instance of the 
famnilies, which are contributing the cost 
of the litigation. The defendants, in 
addition to Father Stanowski, are John 
Bendyk, John -Grabowski, Joseph Grab- 
owski, Joseph Sendoby, Nicholas Jaba- 
lonaki and Frank Jabalonaki. 

The petition alleges that’ the defend- 
ants have prevented the congregation 
from’ adopting by-laws and have them- 
selves adopted what they call a charter 
and by-laws, under which they are cre- 
ated a Board of Directors and under 
which power is taken ftom thé. corpora- 
tion arid it is deprived of control for- 
ever. 


Serious Charges Made. 


The petition alleges that the officers 
of the corporation, as the tools of the 
priest, have improperly. handled the 
church property. It is charged that 
John Grabowski, as treasurer of the 
church, has failed to Keep accurate ac- 
counts, that he is incompetent and that 
he has signed reports at the instance of 
the priest. 

The secretary, it is alleged, has not 
kept a record of business meetings. 
Father Stanowski is charged with hav- 
ing had real estate adjoining the church, 
which was purchased with , church 
money, transferred to him, and that he 
and others have been paying for im- 
provements on the property out of 
church funds. — 

Other charges say that the priest has 
been guilty of conduct which was a 
shock to the neighbors. He is accused 
of encouraging the visits of women and 
girls to the parish house, and is alleged 
to have been.extremely liberal in serv- 
ing wine and other intoxicants to them 
He is accused of having entertained 
women not identified with the church, 
and the charge is also made that he and 
his visitors appeared before the windows 
in a state that caused neighbors to pro- 
test. Persons passing in the street are 
also said to have been shocked at what 
ai saw. 
oy alleges that the acts com- 

were committed in May, 1908, 
and the anata preceding, and in De- 
cem der, 189%, January, 1900, the late 
winter months of 1901, and the spring, 

yrrr and fo'l of 1903, 194 and 1905. 
The petition adds that by using the cor- 
poration property in thig way Stanowski 
is perverting the church and rendering 
it impossible to carry out the purposes 
for which it was incorporated. 

Asks for an Accounting. 


The prayer is for an accounting of the 
affairs of the congregation since it was 
incorporated in 1881, for injunction and 
receiver. 

The property, consisting of church, 
parish house, sisters’ home and school, 
is stated to be worth $200,000. 

The church was incorporated in 1881, 
and has property valued at $200,000, in- 
eluding the church, parish house, sis- 
ters’ home and school. 

The officers of the church who are 
the defendants are: President, Father 
Stanowski; Secretary, John Bendyke; 
Treasurer, John Grabowski; Director, 
Joseph Granbowski, Joseph Sendobry 
and Frank Nicholas Jablowski. 

Father Stanowski has recently return- 
ad from Europe. When seen at his home 
he refused to reply to the allegations. 

Father Stanowski, when seen by @& 
Post-Dispatch reporter at St. Stanislaus’ 
parochial residence, 1418 North Twen- 
tieth street, said that the suits filed by 
his three parishioners were merely a 

“rehashing” of charges brought against 
him a year ago.

turbances,’’ had credited the eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius to the activity of -a 
great sun spot, objected most strenu- 
ously, saying Prof. Belar had either 
been misquoted or did not know. 

Prof. Brashear said: “It is accepted 
by the scientific world that both’ vol- 
canic and earthquake disturbances are 
due to an influx of water from the ocean 
into the bosom-of the earth. It is like 
pouring cold water into a heated boiler 
—an explosion follows. 

“Scientific men long since discarded 
the sun spot theory. If it were true. 
how did it happen that last October 
when the period of solar disturbance 
was at its height, Vesuvius was qui- 
escent? I. think this in itself ought to 
dispose of such a theory as that sald 
to have been advanced by Prof. Belar. 
It has become a customary thing for 
the uninformed to join the two when- 
ever there is an earthquake shgck or 
a volcano gets active. But there is 
nothing to it.”

Believe jnsane Man Tried to De-

NEW YORK, April 12.—After three 
and possibly four attempts to set fire 
to the Broadway Central Hotel, a gen- 
eral ringing of the alarm bells caused 
all- the occupants of its 80 rooms to 
flee in terror to the ground floor last 
nighi. The evident intention of some 
person to cause a frightful disaster is 
a& matter of the most perplexing mys- 
tery, for no motive can be divined for 

the plot. 

House Steward McCormick discovered 
the first fire at 8:30 o'clock in the base- 
ment. In the engine room the firebug 
had placed a bundle of torn-up waste 
and underclothing, saturated with oil, 
and set a match to it. The material 
was not of the kind used by the engi- 
neer to wipe his machinery. McCormick 
found the blaze before it had time to 
do any harm, and he put it out. The 
incidert was reported to -the hotel of- 
fice, and it was agreed to keep it quiet. 

Each of the succeeding fires was a 
floor above the last, as if the incendiary 
had run upstairs as soon as he had done 
his work and waitéd for another op- 
portunity. t 

The second fire was in the hall on the 
second floor, just an hour after the first. 
A beliboy found the curtains 
ablaze at a window on the Third street 
of the house. He called another 
bellboy. They tore down the curtains 
and stamped out the flames. The wood- 
work of the window casing was charred 
and the hall was filled with smoke. 

This could not be hidden from the oc- 
cupants of that floor, at least, and they 
carried the news of it throughout the 
hotel, exciting an uneasy feeling among 
all the patrons. 

Third Ftre in Bathroom. 


There could be no doubt that 
sistent attempt was being made to burn 
the house when, at 10:30 o'clock, a mem- 
ber of the Providence baseball team 
found the third fire. He went into the 
bathroom on the fifth floor and saw 
one of e washbasins full of linen, 
which Was in a roaring blaze. Jt is a 
custom of the hotel to take patrons’ 
soiled shirts and linen to a table in a 
ball near the bathroom and sort it for 
delivery to the laundry. A pile of this 
linen had been left by a chambermaid 
on the table a few minutes before. 

The tirebug had carried the linen into 
the lavatory and used it as the material 
for his third blaze. The basebal] player 
turned on the water and put out the 
fire. Left alone; the flames would soon 
have caught the woodwork. Many of 
the people in the hotel heard of this,

The fourth attempt might not have 
been regarded as anything but an ac- 
cident had it not been for the others, 
A Miss Neill, in a room in the fifth 
floor, which looks out upon an areaway, 
saw a strange flickering lignt high on 
an opposite wall. This proved to be 
caused by a flimsy curtain on the sev- 
enth floor, which the draft from an open 
window was carrying over a gas jet. 
The window, it is believed, had been 
opened by the incendiary so as to cause 
the curtain to blow into the gas flame. 
The hotel office was in a buzz of ex- 
citement by 11°15 o'clock. At that mo- 
ment every alarm bell in the house be- 
gan to ring. The hotel is equipped on 
each floor with a signal box, not con- 
nected with the Fire Department, but 
governing a series of loud bells, de- 
signed to wake occupants of the bed- 
rooms in_case of fire. It was afterward 
discovered that some person had tam- 
ered with the box on the fourth floor. 
The bells sent everybody in the house 
revenge y downstairs. Women ran 
through the halis in their nightclothes 
and fainted. Men who had been talking 
in the office about the fires rushed up- 
stairs to bring down their wives. The 
panic-stricken patrons were told, after 
a hasty investigation, that there was no 
fire and that especially good care was 
being taken to see that there should 
not Se: After a while all went to thefr 
rooms again, but many persons sat up 
all night. ;

COLLUSION OF CLERKS 





Creek Roster Brought High 
Prices; Seminole Roll 


Not Yet Offered. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MUSKOGEE, I. T., April 44.—The rolls 


of the Dawes Commission, which were 
reported to have been stolen from the 
vaults of the commission, have 
printed and are being hawked about 
over the country for whatever price can 
be secured for them, the price rang- 
ing from $50 to $450. The Indian Agent 
has succeeded in getting one of these 
It cost the man who got it 
This same man had another 
roll which he bought before and paid 
$100 for. 
The roll of the Seminoles was stolen 
bodily from the vaults of the commis- 
Some one entered the vault, took 


a knife and ripped the typewritten 
pages out of their heavy binding and 


left the covers, but took the roll. 
roll was in use by the clerks of the com- 
mission a week ago. 
was missing. Two days after that the 
roll, as it had been ripped out of the 
record book, was found at the street en- 
trance of the commission. 
copies have appeared, but the fact that 
this roll was out of the office several 
is proof conclusive that it was 


Printing Bids Asked. 


There have been rumors that there 
was a roll out of the office for a month. 
There were stories emanating from near- 
ly every real estate and abstract office 
in the Creek Nation that the owner had 
been approached ahd offered a com- 
plete copy of the Creek roll at a large 


price. 

Two printing establishments 
asked to submit prices on printing such 
This led the Government to put 
out men to see if they could find such 
A clerk finally spotted one. 
reported it and the man who had it 
promptly turned it over to Agent Kel- 
sey, stating that he had two of them. 
Koth Kelsey and the acting commission- 
er, William O. Beall, fefuse to give the 
name of this person. 
was approached by a stranger who of- 
fered to sell him the roll. He paid his 
money and the roli came by express. 
The express tags on the parcel 
however, that the package had been re- 
shipped. 

The copy of the Creek roll consists of 
‘more than 200 pages of legal size, close- 
ly typewritten. It shows the roll num-. 
ber of every Indian allottee and the 
amount of Indian blood. This copy has 
been checked and found to be absolute- 
ly correct, containing names that were 
approved by the department less than 


two weeks ago. The copy is 


graphed. 
Gives Identity of Sellers. 

The particular value attached to the 
Creek roll is the knowledge of what al- 
lottees were not of full Indian blood and 
could, therefore, under the Curtis bill, 
sell their land. Possession of such roll 
would enable the grafter to gather up 
the Indians and buy their lands the day 
the bill passed, before the Indian knew 


what was happening. 


The clause of the bill making the re- 
mgval of restrictions not effective until 
July 1 partially killed this value of the 


roll. 


The officials here do not deny 
they- believe that the copy of the Creek 
roll was secured with the connivance 
of some of the clerks in the offices of 
They also believe that 
some persons robbed the vault of the 
Seminole roll. 

It is doubtful if any criminal charge 
could be pronounced against anyone for 
copying the Creek roll, but a charge of 
conspiracy can be lodged against the 
persons guilty of mutilating and taking 
away the Seminole roll.

Doctors Declare He Will Walk 
Soon Without Attend- 
ant’s Aid. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. : 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Partial suc- 
cess has attended the efforts of the sur- 
geons to restore sight to Wilton Hei- 
nard by grafting the membrane and 
cornea of a rabbit’s eyes to his. He 
can now distinguish between daylight 
and |darkness. 

Mr. Heinard was operated on in the 
Episcopal Eye, Ear and Throat Hos- 
pital two months ago. He has under- 
fone several minor operations — since, 
and when the bandages were removed 
from his eyes he could see faintly. 
The surgeons maintained the greatest 
secrecy regarding the operation, but 
today declared themselves as satisfied 
With it. They claim that if Mr. Hei- 
nard’s sight continues to grow stronger, 
as it has done during the past week 
Or ten days, he will be able to walk 
about without the aid of an attendant. 
They do not hold out the hope that he 
will ever be able to read again. 

rhe work of the surgeons is now de- 
voted to the strengthening of the cor- 
nea of Heinard’s eyes. When he went 
to the hospital he was led there by 
relatives and was unable to see any- 
thing or even distinguish between iignt 
and darkness. In addition he was suf- 
fering most intense pain. 

Heinard lost his sight more than: 4 
year ago by a negro highwayman throw- 
ing the contents of a can of lye in his 
face. The mucous. membrane which 
Surrounds and lubricates the eyes was 
eaten away by the lye and the eyelids 
caused him the greatest pain. 

Operation a Success. 

The surgeons first operated on the 
eyelids and to the inside of them graft- 
ed the mucous membrane of the eyes 
of a rabbit. This operation was a dis- 
tinct success and afforded Heinard much 
relief. The next operation was to graft 
the transparent membrane of a rabbit's 
eyeball to Heinard’s eyes. The attempt 
was made to put in place the cornea of 
the rabbit’s eyes, but as this was not 
a success the opération was repeated 
and only the transparent membrane 
Was used. 

Since the operation two months ago 
Heinard has been kept in a. darkened 
room with his eyes bandaged. About a 
week or 10 days ago, while the bandages 
were off, he declared that he could see, 
and since that time the surgeons have 
been trying to strengthen his. sight. 
They claim that in a year he will be 
able to walk about unaided. 

Heinard is greatly pleased with the 
result of the operation. He said that 
the freedom from pain amply repaid him 
for the operation he had undergone, and 
that even to be able. to tell the differ- 
ence of darkness from light was a great 
blessing after being sightless for more 
than a year. ° 

The surgeons admit that the opera- 
tion they performed was an experiment, 
but say that it was warranted in the 
Case of Heinard.

President of Miners Says It 
Would Make Either Side

Settlement of the differences between 
the Illinois coal operators and: the min- 
ers who have been in conference in St. 
Louis for two days will depend upon the 
answer of John Mitchell, president oi 
the national organization of miners, to 
the request of eastern operators for 
arbitration. : 

The conference which , has ,been. in 
progress at the Planters Hotel adjourned 
Wednesday night after. the operators 
appointed a committee to be in Indian- 
apolis April 17, when Mitchell's answer 
to the arbitration request is expected. 

The operators’ committee consists 
of President Randolph Smith, R. R. 
Hammond, A. J. Morsehead, E. T. Bent 
and J. A. Agee. If President Mitch- 
ell’s answer is favvurablé, it will pro- 
ceed to conference with a committee 
of the Tilinois miners, which President 
Perry said would be in attendance at 
the indlanapeiis meeting. 

During the interval it was mutually 
agreed that the men now working in 
the Illinois mines to keep them in 
condition were to be left undisturbed. 
At Indianapolis a scale of pay for 
them will be arranged, it is expected. 

Demanded Senle a Hardship. 

Tllinois operators contend that the de- 
mand by the miners that the 1903 scale 
be restored works a hardship on the 
Illinois operators. They say that upder 
the scale proposed Illinois would be*dis- 
criminated against by West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania mines.

for a misdemeanor, and while in prison 
threatened to take the life of President 
Roosevelt when .he was released. 

Immediately before the. expiration of 
his. term, of: imprisonmént:the anarchist 
was, exantined as to his threats and in- 
tentions and he made a ‘statement under 
oath that*as soon as he gained his lib- 
erty he would proceed to‘ ‘Washington 
and assassinate the President. Conse- 
quently he was not released, but when 
his term expired he was turned over to 
the immigfation authorities, taken to 
New York under guard and sent back 
to Italy. This man is a notorious an- 
archist, and one who is known in Eu- 
rope and America. 

Another notorious anarchist is now in 
the United States and there are a large 
number of anarchists who are not so 
well known located in the large cities 
in this country. They have been com- 
ing here frog: Italy for some months. 
The name and a description of this no- 
torious anarchist has been furnished to 
the immigration officials and a corps of 
inspectors and the police of the large 
cities have been notified to look out for 
him. He is supposed to be located in 
Baltimore, which is rapidly becoming 
a hotbed of anarchists.

GERMAN WOMEN 
GAIN AS SUICIDES

BERLIN «April it.—The Imperial Sta- 
tistical Department, in its latest returns, 
gives’ some curious information regard- 


ing suicide in Germany. Between 1895 
and 19% the number of suicides has 
steadily increased, but among women 
the increase has been relatively great- 
er than among men. This latter fact is 
attributed to the larger. share which 
women are gradually taking In com- 
mercial life and wage-earning: In 1895, 
out of every hundred suicides, % were 
women, while in 19068 29 were women. 
Among men, the most common methods 
of suicide are shooting and drowning, 
and among women drowning and. pois- 
oning. Few women shoot therhselves. 
The chief causes Of suicide among both 
men and women are connected with pe- 
cuniary troubles, but while among men 
drink comes next, among women it is 
unrequited affection or desertion.

$90,000 YEARLY FOR 
ALFONSO’S BRIDE.

MADRID, April 1+.—The following is 
the text of the bill read by the Minister 
of Finance in the Cortes with reference 


to the allowance of the future Queen 
of Spain: 

“By Article 2 of the law of June 28. 
1876, it is enacted that when the King 
contracts a marriage the annual allow- 
ance to be made his Consort shall be 
fixed by a new law. as well as the sum 
which she shall receive should the King 
predecease her. Accordingly, the under- 
signed Minister, with the Royal assent. 
anc in agreement with the Council of 
Ministers, has the honor to submit tp 
the Cortes the following bill: 

Article 1. The Princess Victoria KBu- 
genia, from the day of. the celebration 
of her marriage with the King, and 
during her married life, shall have. in 
her position as Queen of Spain. an an- 
nual sum of $90,000. A proportional 
sum for this purpose shall be included 
in tne Budget for 1906, and a sum of 
$90,000 in every succeeding Budget. 

Article 2. Once the marriage with 
the King has been celebrated, in the 
event of Princess Victoria surviving his 
Majesty. she shall receive from the gen- 
eral Budget of the State as long as she 
shall not remarry, an annual sum of 
$50,000.

The 
company will also provide for the con- 
struction or extension ofthe facilities 
of the. system for handling business in 
St. Louis, the chgrter providing for the 
extension of the system-so that it will 
extend (Hree-fourths of the way around 
the city: , 

‘It was also stated that while the char- 
ter declares for the use.of the Mer- 
chants’- Bridge as a Mississippi ‘River 
crossing at St. Louis, the building of a 
bridge or tunnel. at St: Louts had 
not .come before’ the | incorporators 
up to this time. It was stated: further. 
that the project in Illinois includes only 
such track construction as may'be nec- 
essary to approach the river crossing. 

The route chartered is from ‘the in- 
tersection of the Wabash Railway. tracks 
at the western city limits east across the 
city to the terminal property of the 
company near the cemeteries and O’Fal- 
lon Park; thence south to cdénnect with 
other terminal properties between North 
Market street and Bremen avenue and 
the sites of new freight stations and 
terminal properties at Broadway afd 
Ashley street, at Collind street and 
Franklin avenue and at Seeond and Bid- 
dle stre®6tspand thence further south be- 
tween Broadway and the river to a con- 
nection with the Iron Mountain road at 
the River Des Peres.

According to Congressman Ban- 
non of Ohio, ‘‘Hell-Roaring Jake’’ 
Smith, later dismissed from the 
army for his famous “kill and 
burn’’ order against the _ Fili- 
pinos, received the following in- 
structions from his superior offi- 
cers, Gens. Chaffee and Wheaton: 

‘If possible, attack the bands 
(of Filipinos) and exterminate 
them. It will save * * * bring- 
ing them to the slow justice of 
the courts. Do not allow the 
question of drills or instruction 
of troops to take precedence over 
exterminating armed bands. Pur- 
sue them unrelentingly. If possi- 
ble, run them down and make an 
end of them. 

“Keep chasing any bands you 
can. Get a clew as to their stay- 
ing or running places and chase 
them off the face of the earth. I 
am much pleased with the work 
so far accomplished. * * * Let 
the good work go on.”’ 

Gen. Chaffee wrote: “I do not 
propose to hamper you at all. * 
* * The interior must. be made 
a wilderness, if that is the only

WASHINGTON, April 12.—‘‘Hell-Roar- 
ing Jake’ Smith's ‘‘Kill-and-burn’’ cam- 
paign in Samar Province in the Philip- 
pines, for which he was retired by 
President’ Roosevelt, was most favor- 
ably compared to that of Gen. Leonard 
Wood at Mount Dajo by Representative 
Bannon of Ohio, in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 7 

Representative Bannon is a nephew of 
Gen. Smith and knows all the orders is- 
sued by Gens. Chaffee, Wheaton and 
Hughes to Smith and those _ issued 
by Gen. Smith to his men. In begin- 
ning his speech he declared that Gen. 
Smith's campaign 'was open to less crit- 
icism than that of Gen. Leonard Wood. 
He pointed out that Gen. Wood's troops 
killed not only the men, but the women 
and children, while Gen. Smith confined 
himself to the killing only of those capa- 
ble of bearing arms. " 

'Gén. Smith, he said, was retired for 
obeying the orders of his superior of- 
ficers, while Gen. Wood was highly 
complimented by the President for 
violating every rule of war. 

‘““Po differ with the President is not 
Only our privilege,” Mr. Bannon said, 
“but a duty which must not be shirked 
wh our views are irreconcilable with 
his. The case of Gen. Wood is a com-. 
plete vindication of Gen. Smith. 

*“7t was only after Gen. Smith had 
looked upon the mutilated remains of | 
those massacred at Balanagiga that he 
gave the order for which he has_been 
criticised.. The courtmartial 
which tried him recommended only. that 
he be admonished, but the Président 
yielding to public sentiment—as he be- 
lieved—retired him. 


- Gen. Chaffee’s Order. 

“That is what caused Gen. Smith to 
issue the orders he did: On Oct. 27 
Gen. Chaffee wrote directions and gave 
orders to Gen. Smith as follows: ‘I do 
not propose to hamper you at all, but, 
on the contrary, give you all the assist- 
ance you need to crush the insurrection 
in Samar; and, as you say, Lukban 
shall not be the Governor of Samar if 
we can prevent it, and I think you can.

A Mysterious Murder, 

About the same time the mother’s 
beloved brother, Mr. Jacob. Thompson, 
an editor on ‘the New York Times, was 
murdered in his bedroom at the St. 
James Hotel in this city. The murderer 
was never found and the mystery of the 
death remains as profound as on the 
day it occurred. 

Mrs. Fuller fell ill and died. Every- 
i body supposed grief had _ killed her.

It 
was in’ police court...Mrs. Allie, Faxon, 
mother of Hawkins, turned to Fuller 
Her face was tear. stained, and, as she 
implored him not to -press the charge, 
she exclaimed impulsively: “Don't you 
know that he is Dr.: Fuller's: own flesh 
and blood? Don't you Know that you 
are’ not -his uncle, and that you are 
only the adopted son of Dr.. Fuller? 

Young Fuller was amazed. The wom- 
an ‘who ‘implored. him’ for. mercy is a 
daughter of Dr. Fuller by his first mar- 
riage.

At the death of his first wife, Dr. 
Fuller married Miss Anna Thompson in 
Portsmouth.

A‘son Was-born to Dr. and Mrs. Fuller. 
and: the -varents took the .infant. to 
Utah,. where, at one time, Dr. Fuller 
served as Territorial - Secretary. The 
child’ was named.

Among the letters written to the Post-Dispatch following the publication of 
its editorial on “Socialism in America” is the following by N. O. Nelson, a 
well-known profit-sharing manufacturer of St. Louis: 


S isn't “ordering everything by 

rule,”’ it isn’t taking from the in- 
dustrious and giving to the lazy! These 
‘are the trite charges of ignorant critics. 
They, are held by no brand of Socialism 
Or Socialist. 

Socialism is not a set program; it is 
not a uniform formula, any more than 
Democracy or Protestantism. Like 
these, it has a general underlying prin- 
ciple subject to infinite variety in appli- 
cation. 

National conditions influence the em- 
phasis given to its “immediate de- 
mands.”’

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Physical Director Ewerhardt of Wash- 
ington University said Wednesday af- 
ternoon that a dual track meet between 
his college and the St. Louis Univer- 
ity was assured. ‘“‘Washington has 
three baseball games scheduled with the 
Blue and White,’’ said Mr. Ewerhardt. 
“I do not see why a track meet should 
not be arranged. Washington is ready 
and the only stipulation it would insist 
upon in such a contest is that the rules 
adopted by the Western Conference col- 
leges be observed. That this condition 
would prove no obstacle to the proposed 
meet was assured when Father Burke 
of St. Louis University telephoned me 
Tuesday that the rules were agreeable 
to him.”’ 

The probability that the dual meet 
would be held was the cause of con- 
siderable elation among the student 
body Wednesday .afternoon and one of 
their number said that it would do more 
Ger athletics than any other event that 
could be scheduled. ‘“‘There is consider- 
able rivalry among the two schools,”’ he 
sald, ‘‘and the W. U. boys want to 
demonstrate their superiority in ath- 
letics over St. Louis University, if such 
a feat is possible. The same feeling ex- 
ists toward the Blue and White that ob- 
tains when a contest with Missouri 
State is talked of. Our students will 
get out and work and train harder to 
beat the Tigers than they will to en- 
compass the defeat of every other Insti- 
tution on the university’s schedule. 

With the two great Jocal institutions 


echeduled for track and baseball meets, 
{t is practically assured that the re- 
sumption of relations In football will 
become a reality. The conference rules 
referred to by Physical Director Ewer- 
hardt will be onstrued to an exact let- 
_ter by Washington this year;*-or at 
ljeast such was the order issued by Chan- 
eller Chaplin. Only undergraduates will 
be allowed to partiuipate in any ath- 
letic event. A student may have gone 
to Yale for three years. but as long as 
he did not represent Eli in athletics in 
a regular contest he can come to Wash- 
ington and be entitled to four years’ 
athletic work. 

That Washington is sincere in its in- 
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terpretation of this clause is proven by 
thé rigid ruling in the ease of Fritz 
| Lehma n, the Myrtle and Maroon’s great- 
est athlete. Lehmann was a student of 
Harvard. College for three years, and 
while he did not participate in any 
contest for the Crimson, he was award- 
ed an A: B. degree at the Cambridge 
Upiversity. But for this distinction he 
would be entitled to four years of ath- 
letic work at. Washington, the issuance 
of the degree precluding his being 
enumerated as one of the undergradu- 
ates. That Chancellor Chaplin will in- 
sist on the law being applied in tpe 
Lehmann case there is no doubt, ac- 
cording to the students, who are au- 
thority for the statement that the gov- 
ernor of the university is as strict in his 
construction of the ethics of college ath- 
leti¢és as Hetherington of. Missouri. The 
loss of Lehmannts apparently an irrep- 
arable one. He was the eleven's star 
football player, is one of the fastest 
sprinters on the Stadium track, a sen- 
sational weight man and a clever base- 
ball player.

of that city have made a determined 
protest against alleged discrimina- 
tions in freight rates... A committee 
of Denver shippers met yesterday 
with the traffic executives of Western 
roads and the Western rate fabric was 
discussed. 

In general, the complaint is that the 
Missouri River jobbers can get goods 
from Chicago and ship them through 
Nenver to Salt Lake and points West 
and Northwest at a cheaper combina- 
tion of rates than Denver can ship to 
the same points.

for Salt Lake, can be shipped by the 
Missouri River jobbers for $1.13 per 
100 pounds, as against the Denver

DEATH DEFEATS 
BRIDE'S DEVOTION 


Dr, Leonard Keehn Dies in Los 
Angeles Month After 
Marriage. 





BRAVE FIGHT FOR LIFE 





Mrs. Preeman Became Mrs. 
Keehn to Help Him in 
Seeking Health. 


The pathetic story of a bride's de- 
votion to her dying husband has reached 
St. Louis with news of the death of Dr.

Mrs. Preeman, obeying a telegram, 
left for Los Angeles 10 days after the 
departure of Dr. Keehn. 
married upon her arrival and in the 
pretty rose-covered cottage prepared 
by Dr. Keehn the bride began helping 
him in his desperate fight for health. 

For a time he apparently improved 
under her tender ministrations, but 
soon a relapse came though he fre- 
quently walked about the pretty gar- 
den with his wife until the moment of 
his death. 

Dr. Keelin was a graduate of the St. 
Louis Medical College. He was for- 
merly interne at the Female Hospital 
and had been practising in St. Louis 
live years. 

His father, Dr. August Keehn, lives 
at Castor, Mo. He is survived by 
three brothers, all physicians, one of 
whom, Dr. G. A. heenn, lives in St. 
Louis, 

Mrs. Preeman was until three years 
ago the wife of A. H. Preeman of 4596 
Evans avenue, from whom she pro- 
cured a divorce. Mrs. Keehn had 
three children by her first marriage 
who are now with their father. 

She was a stenographer for some 
time after her divorce. Dr. Keehn 
was her family physician, continuing 
so after the divorce. 

Dr. Keehn was buried Wednesday 
in Los Angeles.

Peer, Who Managed Her Es- 
tate, Denies Causing 
Sudden Death.

VIENNA, April 
been caused in Hungary by the arrest 
of Count Otto Nayhaus on the charge 
of having poisoned his relative, Mme. 
@e Beniczky. 

Mme. de Beniczky, whose estate he 
managed, was perhaps the richest wom- 
an in Wungary, and she died recently 
under suspicious circumstances. She 
had taken some soup, which, owing to 
its peculiar taste, was sent back to the 
kitchen and given to the dogs. Two of 
the dows died. shortly afterwards, and 
Mme. de Beniczky diea@ the same night 
in great pain. 

As she was of advanced age, the doc- 
tor thought her death was due to nat- 
ural causes, and the body was buried. 

The death of the dogs, however, 
aroused the housekeeper’s suspicions, 
and she communicated with a member 
of the family. Mme. de _ Beniczky’s 
body was then exhumed and traces of 
arsenic found in the stomach. 

Suspicion fell on Count Nayhaus, who 
had inherited $100,000 under Mme. de 
Beniczky's will, and an examination of 
his rooms revealed considerable quanti- 
ties of arsenic. He declared he bought 
the poison to kill wolves on the estate, 
and stoutly denied the charge of mur- 
der. 

Count Nayhaus comes of an old Prus- 
sian noble family, which enjoys the

Caruso as Faust more 
than confirmed the impression made by 
his initial appearance as Lionel in ‘*Mar- 
tha,” singing with most satisfactory 
fervor and truthfulness and rising fine- 
ly to the dramatic requirements of the 
role. The Marguerite of Mme. Eames

and Mrs. Latson. There were ripples of 
applause when the crowd caught’ sight 
of the woman whose contemplated aerial 
voyage had been heralded far and wide 
through New England. She was attired 


lin a walking suit of gray cloth. 


‘While her ‘husband and experts were 
engaged supervising the filling of the 
sack, Mrs, Thomas was kept busy. by 
the photographers. Dozens of them 
begged her for pictures.’ There was a 
good deal. of jocular talk about having 
photographic mementoeg in case the 
flight ~-proved disastrous. Falling’ in 
with the spirit of the jests, she allowed 
the camera men to take her in a varie- 
ty of ways.

Nearly Lost Her Nerve.

A sudden pallor overspread her 
face, and she stood gazing vacantly to- 
ward the ground. But the emotion .was 
only momentary, or else ‘she threw it 
off gamely. Fhe next instant her smite 
had returned and she walked toward 
the basket, beside which she stood to be 
photographed once more. 

Mexntime Leo Stevens inflated a pilot 
balloon and let it zo. By means of this 
the aeronauts were able to learn 
course they were to take. The pilot 
went up swiftly in a long diagonal line, 
and while the throng gazed at it and 
shouted in. glee, the thing vanished with 
as much suddenness as if it had col- 
1apsed. The pilot has been swallowed in 
the clouds. 

“They will go up above the clouds,”’ 
the people told each other, anda new in- 
terest was added to the voyage.

Thomas. Nobody, not even Mr.- Levee, 
the French expert, seemed to have 
thought of it before. But to the ex- 
perienced Frenchman the possibility told 
of many dangers, and he decided at 
once to avert them. To see what human 
eye seldom beholds, the silver lining of 
the clouds, was tempting indeed. But 
it had ity drawbacks. 

‘For example,’’ Mr. Levee explained to 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas, ‘‘we shaM not be 
able to take our bearings.

The Start.

the height when people expected it to 
disappear in the clouds. It did disap- 
pear for a momént, but only as it went 
through a low, floating vapor. Out it 
came again and there was Dr. Thomas 
waving an American flag and his wife 
waving her handkerchief. Mr. Levee 
could not be seen. About ten minutes 
after leaving the ground the balloon was 
lost in the haze over the mountains. 
The trip was a most successful one in 
every respect. The distance covered 
was about 60 miles. After the landing 
Mrs. Thomas went to the Penny farm- 
house and waited while her husband and 
Mr. Levee packed up the balloon and 
arranged for shipping it to this city, 
where it will be used-in an ascension 
Saturday. At Somers the party boarded 
a trolley and went to Springfield, where 
they dined at the Massasvit House. 


Describes Flight. 


Dr. Thomas described the trip as a 
most dramatic one. When they first 
went above the clouds and saw the sun 
shining upon the leaden layers below, 


he says the sensation was so delight- 
ful that both he and his wife urged-Mr. 
Levee to stay at that level. Mr. Levee 
needed considerable persuasion to do so. 
Meantime they had gone below them 
again. The Frenchman yielded at last 
and they threw over all their ballast and 
mounted higher and higher. until they 
reached an altitude of 5000 feet. Here 
they sailed along at a tremendous pace. 
At length the balloon began to descend 
and as-they had no more ballast save 
their coats and an anchor, it was 
thought best to make a landing. 

At: this time they were nearing a 
grove. of trees... Before they Knew it 
they were bounding from one tree to 
another. Here Mrs. Thomas continued 
the story: 

“T heard my husband say, ‘Look out 
for your face, Hulda, it will get 
Cover your face.’ Then 
we were thrashing through,the bare 
I got my hands to my face 
in time and kept them all through 
that ’ bounding from, one treetop to 
another, 

“Was I afraid? Not exactly, except 
for my face and eyes. 

“Mr. Levee’s coolness inspired me 
with courage. He proved to be a won- 
der. Something was the matter with. 
the ropes, and. while we were 6000 
feet from earth he climbed out over 
the basket and fixed the ropes. We 
sot to-the ground at last, with our 
anchor still sticking in a tree. We 
passed over several lakes and I took 
pictures of them. 

“The people where we landed were 
very kind to us. Mr. Pinney carried 
us to Thompsonville in his wagon, and 
from there we went to Somers, where 
we boarded a trolley to Springfield.
